INQUIRY INTO FATAL 
FALL FROM WINDOW 


A rather peculfar story was re- 
lated at the Kowloon Mag'tstracy 
yesterday afternoon when Mr, 
Fraser, sitting as Coroner, © con- 
ducted an inquiry into the cir 
cumstances attending the death of 
& man named Tam King-po, aged 
27, who was killed as-a result of o 
fall from tho third floor of No. 54 
Woosung Street, Yaumnti, about 
noon on Monday last. 


It appears that the deceased was 
formerly employed ns a clerk- by 
the Chul Yoo Guild, which had its 
hendquarters at No. 64 Woosung 
Street, third floor. On or about 
March 19 last he collected sums of 
money amounting to $340 on be- 
half of the Guild, and is alleged to 
have absconded. On March 22 a 
warrant was issucd for his arrest, 
and on or about March, 28 someone 
at the Guild received information 
that he was {n Canton. Tho Guild 
accordingly, it was atated, sent two 
of its members to Canton, where 
they appear to have arrested him 
and brought him back to Hongkong. 


Instead of handing the deceased 
over to tho Polico as they should 
have done, these two men took him 
back to the premises of the Guild, 
where he was detained. 


The decensed was kept thero for 
about a week, and meanwhile, 
efforts were made to recover the 
money deceased had allegedly 
embezzled. ~ 


About noon. on Bfondnay last, o 
telephone message was received by 
Yaumati Polico Station to the 
effect that a man had fallen from 
a window of a house {n Woosung 
Street. DetectiveSergeant Moran 
proceeded to tho scene, and in the 
back-yard of No. 64 he found the 
deceased lying on a stretcher, with 
two men of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade attending him. Deceased 
was then unconscious and was re- 
moved to the Kowloon Hospital, 
where he died. \ 


Death, which took place about 3 
p.m. despite all that could be done, 
was due to multiple internal in- 
juries and shock. 


Medical evidence was given by 
Dr. J, B. Mackfe, who after deserib- 
ing the injurics, sald he could find 
no marks ou the deceased to sug- 
gest that he had been ticd up or 
ill-treated. . : 


Evidence Heard. 


Lam Sing-kan, a building con- 
tractor and manager of the Chui 
Yeo Guild, testified that he went 
to Canton in the middle of the 
month and there sngv the deceased 
whom he accused of embezzlement. 
He suggested that the deceased 
should come down to Hongkong to 
straighten out matters, to whcih 
the latter agreed. As a result, 
they came down to Hongkong by 
train and went to the premises of 
the Guild, where the accounts were 
gone over. Witness 
deceased admitted the embezzle- 
ment, but denied that he had taken 
ns much as $340. 


Chan Kong, a cook-boy employed 
by the Guild, deposed that deceased 
was-tled up during the firat two 
days he was brought to the Guild’s 
premises, but was released Iater, 
although, he was never allowed out 
of the house. Witneas said he 
know deceased had been struck 
once, but was not tortured in any 
way. He thought deceased met his 
death by jumping over the window 
a the cubicle in which he was 

ept, 


After further evidence bad been 
taken, the inquiry was adjourned 
until ‘to-day. r

placementa, otherwise work could 
have started much earlier. 

Karly . teSts soon brought to 
lieht the faet that, with the trans- 
mittor operating at 1’ Aguilar, 
there was a Jarge amount of in- 
terference from morse stations, 
and, in addition, certain areas in 
which Hongkong licensed listeners 
are living, did not receive the test 
programmes antisfactorily, duo 
chiefly to hill sereouing. 

Listeners Considered. - 

“We found,” said Mr. King, 
“that no fewer than 1,037 listen- 
ors could not reecive satisfactorily, 
this being particularly so when 
it ig remembered that they expec- 
ted great things from the new 
station, It wis not that they 
could not receive the’ station, They 
could, but it was no better than 
as at present, and the results 
would doubtless have been dis- 
appointing to listeners in those 
areas.”

POWER OF CHICAGO

District Attorney's 
Revelations 


Washington, Apr. 3.

but I will not talk, because you 
know I will be taken for a ride.” 


Mr. Johnson mentioned many in 
stances in which the police failed 
to protect witnesses from gang 
Vengeance, In pne instance a 
man named Basile gave evidence 
against his former partner Juliane 
responsible for 62 murders in five 
years, He finished his evidence:

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MENANCES ALLEGED | 
IN COURT CASE. - 


THREATS AGAINST MR. 
LI YAU-TSUN 


The fact that Mr. Li Yau-tsun, 
a very, well-known member of the 
Chincse business community, | re- 
cently received letters demanding 
money and threatening-him with 
injury, was disclosed in a case _be- 


fore Mr, Wynne-Jones at the Cen- 


tral Magistracy - yeaterday after- 
noon, when Yuen Ning was charged 
with demanding money with 
menaces, 

Mr. Li, in one of these letters, 
was asked to pay & sum of $6,600 
through -a certnin channel which 
was elaborated with great detail. 
The arrest of the defendant, who 
ig alleged to have been the author 
of these epistles, wna stated to have 
been brought about in quite a for- 
tuitous way, after two traps set by 
the Police had failed to capture the 
wanted man. 

Opening the case for the Police, 
Inspector John Murphy, of the 
Secretariat for Chinese Affairs, 
said: 

Mr. Li Yau-tsun, a well- 
known merchant in Hongkong, has 
an office on the fifth floor of China 
Building, on the same floor as the 
Chinese Merchants Club of which 
he is a member. On the 21st Inst 
month, he received a letter; it was 


pushed under the door of his office. 


I shall call this Letter Number One. 
It fs a very long document. ard 
perhaps your worship would rather 
read it yourself. It accuses Mr. 
Li of being “a traitor,” a “man of 
bad heart,” and suggests that Mr. 
Li should pay the sum of $1,500 to 
the writer. 


Elahorate Preenutions. 


The method by which that pay- 
ment In made was described at 
sreat Jength. It warns that the 
Police should not be ealled, and sug- 
eats that a woman, preferably, 
should be sent to Des Veoeux 
Road on the 22nd (the next 
day) between *11 and noon. 
The woman would have — to 
carry a white topec; she would 
Joiter about near the Kwong Sang 
Hong perfumerios shop, snd two 
men would come up to her dressed 
in a certain way and that she was 
to hand over the letter containing 
the money, to them. In the event 
of the two men not coming along, 
she was to take the letter herself 
to 245, Des Voeux Road where, on 
the staircase, she would find a 
letter-bex into which she was to 
drop the envelope. 

I gave a certain District Wateh- 
man an envelope containing some 
brown paper on March 22, and 
evidence will be called to show that 
he gave if ta a woman and the 
woman loitered about in the locality 
indicated, bul nobody came along. 
She returned and did not put the 
Pee into the letter-box as.describ- 
ed. : 

Nothing happened in consequence 
of action taken on that letter Num-. 
ber One. Tam going to ask your 
Worship to exclude it from: any- 
thing that was taken on this firsy 
letter, beeatse iL did not connect 
the defendant with the case, 


A Second Letter. 


Coming to the 30th of Jast month, 
Mr, Li reeeived a second letter and 
that letter was sent through the 
post. I shall call it Letter Num- 
ber Two. . It was, sent to the Chin- 
‘ese Merchants Club and was found

kept.. It reminded Mr. Li that he 
had been asked Tor moncy before, 
and that it had not been paid, and 
that all kinds of things’ would be- 
fall him if the money was not paid 
over.

“On'that date 1 got the . same 
envelope and put the brown paper 
Into it. I handed it to the dis- 
trict Watchman and gave him cer- 
tain Instructions, as a result of 
which that envelope was put. into 
the pox in the stairway of 243, 
Des Vocux Road Central. There 
were two other district watchmen, 
disguised, who had nn eye on tho 
box. ? é 

Shortly after, 2 small boy came 
along and opened the box with ao 
key. He took out the letter. The 
dlatrict watchmen immedintely ay- 
rested him, and in consequence of 
what he said, the watchmen follow- 
ed him nolong the atrect as far as 
the Asin Life Building on the 
south side of Queen’s Road Central. 
No-one appenred to meet him as 
expected, nnd the watchman took 
him to my office. 


Defendant’s Movements. 


The boy will tell your Worship 
that on the 17th of last month a 
man, who is now the defendant in 
the case, came to No. 64 Caine 
Road, which is a hostel where 
students are accommodated and 
where he (the boy) was employed. 
He had authority from his master 
to rent the cubicles. Defendant 
cniled there on the pretence of rent- 
ing a cubicle and actually deposited 
a dollar, saying that he would re- 
turn Inter. As he went away he 
told the boy that he would require 
him to carry something for him. 

On the following day, the 18th, 

the defendant, who gave his name 
as Li, rang up on the telephone 
asking the small boy to meet 
him in Des Veeux Road, near 
Peel Street. ‘The boy kept the 
appointment. and was taken by 
the defendant ta 243 Des 
Voeux Road where the letter 
box was pointed out to him and a 
key given to him by defendant. 
_ Defendant next took him to the 
Asin Life Building, and there told 
him that after he got a letter from 
the box he was to take it there and 
give it to the defendant who would 
be waiting to reecive it. 

On the morning of the 30th the 
boy received another telephone 
message requesting him to come 
and fetch a letter from the box. 
What happened when he got there 
E have already told your Worship.

TALK ON. INDO-CHINA. 


FRENCH RESIDENT SPEAKS 
TO LOCAL STUDENTS 


In‘a witty and most interesting 
manner, 
Law and Commerce Society of tho 
Hongkong University, Monsicur 
Gerondal, who !g on a short visit 
to the Colony from Indo China gavo 
description of tho 
country in which he -hns lived for 
tho past 12 yenrs. : 

He remarked at the outset that 
ho was going to talk about an old 
‘woman, on old woman who was 
sick but had gold fect. Ho called 
Indo China an old woman because 
the outline of the country resem- 
pled a woman sitting down. She 
hod gold fect because some two 
years ago she had abandoned 
silver and rushed on the gold 
standard which hns made her sick 
ever since. Owing to the adoption 
of the gold standard her exports 
had fallen, with the result that 
trade in'the country was very bad. 

M. Gerondal said that the coun- 
try was also hampered by a dis- 
ease which was contracted four 
yenrs ago when it developed min- 
ingitis—not meningitis, The 
people of the countr went crazy 
on mining but the only gold found 
was In the pockets of the share- 
holders. 


Natural Richness. 


Indo China was a very wonderful 
country and had wonderful possibi- 
lities, It’ was not Itke Hongkong, 
which was a port of transit, but 
it was a good producing country. 
It was good because of {ts natural 
richness, In mentioning the pro- 
ducts of the country M, Gerondal 
said that rice was its greatest ex- 
port together with rubber, but at 
present the Jess he said about rub- 
ber the better. Coal was plentiful 
in Tonkin and was good. It was 
likely to remain good for many 
years. ; 

Another ,disease which was 
hampering the country was its pro- 
tectlonism which waa worse than 
nay disease. They protected in 
Indo Chinn what was manu fac- 
tured in or out of the country. 
Being himself a free trader it was 
perhaps better that he should not 
say too much, Perhaps his 
audience were’ protectionists and 
what he might say might result 
in an election brawl. 

The . French, he said, had 
colonised the place in an admir- 
able way. The system was «not 
perfect; no system was perfect, 
but the French had gone about it in 
a clever way. The Annamite was 
given many liberties but he was 
not on the same standard ag the 
Chinese for instance, as they were 
not quite up to the Chinese who 
had self-fovernment. Therefore 
the French had treated the An- 
namites like good children. They 
had allowed them freedom in busi- 
ness and given them openings, per- 
hapg too much. 

The speaker mentioned that the 
native was unable to compete with

the qualified Frenchmen {nthe 
country and cited as an examplo 
the fow Annamites who had ob- 
tained their medical degrees. Thoy 
could not regain the enormous 
sums of monoy spent on their 
education, —. 

Annamito Representation.” 
Roferring to the Governmont of 
the country the speaker men- 
tioned that the Annamite had 
beon ' glvon representation on 
the Chambers of Commerce and 
alao on the General Colonial Coun- 
ef. in France. , ‘ 

Coming back to the exports of 
the country M. Gerondal sald that 
Laos possessed rich gold = mincs 
and other metals which could bo 
found In the ground as well ay 
in sharcholders’ pockets. , 

The question of transport wan 
4 very Interesting one, in the way 
the French had covered Indo 
China with ronds,. The French 
were buflders of roads whereas 
the British wero builders of ‘rail- 
ronds, The ronds they had wero 
very good and one of the most 
enjoyable pastimes was to motor 
fromthe North to the South. 
The building of roads was ono of 
the most wonderful things that 
the French had done to the coun- 


Tiger Shooting. 

Spenking of shooting, M. Geron- 
dal said that there were two ways 
of shooting tigers, by day and by 
night. Shooting tivers by day wan 
not very exciting. One had to 
kil} a buffalo, nnd Jeaveit for 
three or four days, The hunter 
then went as near the dead animal 
as the smell would permit and ff 
thore was no tiger there to shoot 
he would have to wait for the 
tiger to appear tind then shoot it. 

By night the hunter walked 
about with a lamp, which had a 
beam of about 160 yards on his 

ead. He moved about shining 
the light ahead until he discerned 
two cyes, of course he might only 
see one oye aa there were tigers 
with one eye. The hunter 
would then aim between the eyes 
and shoot the beast but the only 
danger was that there might be 
another tiger behind the hunter. 

The elephant, however, was the 
most dangerous animal and was 
the only thing to he scared of, 
except men. 

Business in Indo China was 
in the handa of the French as 
foreign firms could not do busi- 
neas there. 

In speaking of the developmert 
of the country the Iecturer said 
that the French were Ike .the 
Scottish. They were’ rather 
“tight” with their money and 
thought of the present instead of 
the future. Natives had entered 
businesa and were good in buai- 
neas, espeelally the women, who 
made money better than the men. 
In Cochin-China, the Chinese had 
moat of the business intercsts. 

M. Gerondal remarked that. it 
seemed parodoxical that con] frony 
Tonkin was sent to Maine | in 
America via Suez.

NEW COMMANDER OF THE

Snilor, oxplorer and son of o dis- 
tinguished British army -surgeon, 
whose oxploits enrnéd him tho Vic.

‘and-n-half years sailed six times 
around the Horn. . Leaving sail for 
steam, ho entered the Clan Line, in 
the meantime obtajning his oxtra- 
master’s cortificnate, A two months’ 
cruise with the Royal Navy followed, 
ani {n 1006 he took 9 threo months 
transfer to the Canadian Pacific 
Steamahips on the Atlantic, and 
went afterwards to tho _.

resa of Indla, Empress of China and 
empress of Japan. :

BANK NOTE COUP 


LORDS DECIDE AGAINST 
WILLIAM WATERLOW 


London, Apr. 28. 

The House of Lords has decided 
that the Bank of Portugal js en- 
titled to recover £610,000 from 
Messrs. William Waterlow and 
Sons, in connexfon with the claim 
agninst the latter for negligently 
executing: a fraudulent order to 
print a quantity of bank notes, 
which were circulated and redeem- 
ed by the Bank.—Reuter. 

The case, which has involved 
litigation since 1924, arose from 
an amazingly bold coup by means 
of which a clever swindler frau- 
dulently ‘obtained more than. £1,- 
000,000 in bank notes, direct from 
the printer. The original claim by 
the Bank of Portugal was for 
£1,116,618, the Bank alleging 
breach of contract, negligence or 
conversion in connexion with tho 
printing of Portuguoso bank notes. 

It was stated that an intorna- 
tfonal awindlor, Marang, called at 
Waterlow’s London office in 1924, 
bearing a forged lettor, purporting 
to be from the Governor of the 
Bank of Portugal, and to be an or 
dor for the supply of the notes. 
The notes wore duly supplied and 
placed in circulation.

‘This ex- 
tension of time will bo made under 
Sub-rection 9 of Sec, 8 of the Pub- 
Nc Health and Buildings Ordin- 
ance 1903, and: will, it {s under- 
stood, be formally published in 
this week's Government Gazette. 

The candidates for the vacancy 
on the Sanitary Board are Dr. Li 
Shu-fan and Mr. F. C, Mow Fung, 
J.P., and voters are requested to 
take particular note of the re- 
gulations governing the casting of 
thelr votes, : 

One Vote Only. 

Balloting papers will be isaued 
to voters between the hours men- 
tioned, and each elector may vote 
for one candidate only by mark- 
ing the voting paper with a cross 
in the square opposite the name 
of the candidate for whom he 
wishes to vote. Any other mark 
or writing on the ballot paper may 
render it vold. 

Immediately after the Presiding 
Officer has declared the ballot box 
closed, counting will commence, 
and the result of the election will 
be announced at the Registrar's 
Office, at the Supreme Court, as 
soon as possible after {t has been 
ascertained. .

MAN DETAINED BY 
LOCAL GUILD. 


INQUIRY INTO FATAL 
FALL FROM WINDOW 


A rather peculiar story was ro- 
lated at the Kowloon Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon when Mr. 
Fraser, sitting as Coroner, con- 
ducted an Inquiry into the cir 


cumstances attending the death of] 


a man named Tam King-po, aged 
27, who was killed as a result of a 
fall from tho third floor of No. 64 
Woosung Strect, Yaumati, about 
noon on Monday Iast.. , 


It appears that the deceased was 
formerly employed as n clork- by 
the Chul Yee Guild, which had its 
headquarters at No. G4 Woosung 
Street, third floor. On or about 
March 19 Jast ho collected sums of 
money amounting to $840 on bo- 
half of the Guild, and is alleged to 
have absconded. On March 22 o 
warrant was issued for his arrest, 
and on or about March, 28 someone 
at the Gulld recelved information 
that ho was in Canton. Tho Guild 
accordingly, it was atated, sent two 
of its members to Canton, where 
thoy appear to have arrested him 
and brought him back to Hongkong. 


Instead of handing tho deceased 
over to the Police as they should 
have done, these two men took him 
back to the premises of the Guild 
where he was detained. 2 


.'Tho deceased was kept there for 

about a week, and meanwhile, 
efforts were mado to recover the 
money deceased had allegedly 
embezzled. 


About noon on Monday Inst, o 
telephone message was recolved by 
Yaumati Police Station to tho 
effect that a man had fallen from 
a window of a house in Woosung 
Street. Detective-Sergeant Moran 
proceeded to the scene, and in the 
back-yard of No. 64 he found the 
deceased lying on a stretcher, with 
two men of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade attending him. Deceased 
waa then unconscious and was re- 
moved to the Kowloon Hospital, 
where he died. 


Death, which took place about 3 
p-m. despite all that could be done, 
was due to multiple internal in- 
juries and shock. 


Medical evidence was given by 
Dr. J, B. Mackie, who after doscrib- 
ing the injuries, sald he could find 
no marks on the deceased to aug- 
gest that he had been tied up or 
ili-treated. 


‘Evidence Heard. 


Lam Sing-kan, a building con- 
tractor and manager of the Chui 
Yee Guild, testified that he went 
to Canton in the middle of the 
month and there saw the deceased 
whom He accused of embezzlement. 
He suggested that the deceased 
should come down to Hongkong to 
straighten out matters, to whcih 
the latter agreed. As a result, 
they came down to Hongkong by 
train and went to the premises of 
the Guild, where the accounts werd 
gone over... Witness . stated _. that 
deceased: admitted the’ embezzle- 
ment, but denied that he had taken 
as much as $840.

Transmitter Moved to Peak. 

On a vote for $9,861. being 
rpecial expenditure for the pur- 
chare of a broadcast transmitter, 
the Hon, Mr. Shenton asked: Ta 
that the transmitter at Cape 
W@Aguilar? J gather it is not as 
successful as it might be. 

The Director of Public Works: 
It has been tried out and found to 
be very unsatisfactory at Cape 
d@Aguilar, so they” are yoing to 
move it to the Peak. 

All the votes were approved. 

_ Reasons Explained. 

Tests conducted with the new 
transmitter at Cape d’Aguilar hay- 
ing proved unsatisfactory. this 
powerful installation is to ve 
moved to the Penk Station where 
the present. transmitter is naw 
eperating. It is not anticipated 
that the removal will take more 
than six weeks, and within that 
time the new transmitter should bo 
in operation. 

A representative of the Press 
had an interestin, talk with 
Mr. L. A. King, Chief Electrical 
Engineer, P.W.D. yesterday after- 
noon, when he learned something 
about the recent work which has 
been carried out. 

It appears that when the com- 
plete equipment for the new truns- 
mitter had arrived in the Colony 
in February it was nasembled, and 
tests were immediately commenced. 
In regard to the arrival of parts, 
considerable delay was occasione.! 
by certain parts arriving in. 
broken or spoiled condition, which 
necessitated repeat orders as re- 
placements, otherwise work could 
have started much earlier. 

Early teSts soon brought to 
light the fact that, with the trans- 
mitter operating at D’Aguilar, 
there was a large amount of in- 
terference from morse. stations, 
and, in addition, certain areas in 
which Hongkong licensed listeners 
are living, did not receive the test 
programmes satisfactorily, due 
chiefly to hill sereening. 

Listeners Considered. 

“We found.” said Mr. King, 
“that no fewer than 1,037 listen- 
ers could not receive satisfactorily, 
this being particularly 50 when 
it is remembered that they expec- 
ted great things from the new 
station. It was not that they 
could not receive the station. They 
could, but it was no better than 
as at present, and the results 
would doubtless have been dis- 
appointing to listeners in those

INTERESTING LECTURE BY DR, 
RUGG AT UNIVERSITY '~ 

The modern methods of: educa- 
tion arlsing out of the present 
change in the civiliantion of the 
world were graphically illustrated 
by Dr. Rugg, Professor in Colum- 
bla University, who-is doing rc- 
search work in the Far Enst, at a 
lecture to the Education Society 
in the Hongkong University Union 
Aasembly Hall last night. 

Dr. Rugy said that Mrs, Rugs 
and he had come to China to sic 
if they could understand what wan 
happening to. civilisation here. 
Startling changes were occurring 
in Amrefea. 

- Tyo speaker went on to Mlus- 
trate the changes which had taken 
place by referring to the introduc- 
tion .of modern machinery — in 
nutomobile factories, where the 
machines worked with unchinny 
ingenuity and ‘almost “human 
ability. The modern method of 
the production of motor cara was 
multiplied ten fold by the use of 
the new plant as against the old. 

With other things, this new 
civilisation had helped, to create 
the enormous problem of un- 
employment. In America there | 
were 8,000,000 men unemployed, 
and 12,000,000 in Europe. In'the' 
midst of the enormous wealth, 
America had her economic ane j 
political problems. 

Dr. Rugg gave other examples | 
of the change in civilisation and 
looked back upon times of utterly 
different machinery. He showed 
what dramatic changes had taken 
place in America. 

Speaking of the changes in 
education in the schools, the lec- 
turer referred to personal visita 
he had made to various class | 
rooms and there found the atu- | 
dents boing taught to read, repeat 
and write without understanding: 


; what they were doing. This he 


deseribed as the 
standardised and 
method of teaching. } 

He enlarged on the modern 
method as adopted by up-to-date 
institutions wherein students were ; 


mechanixed, * 
formalised 


| not only given listening education. ‘ 


but creative education which pro-: 
duced tolerant, understanding , 
human beings. ‘i 

Dr. Rugg went on to illustrate 
the slogan, “Not i know, but [ 
have experience” and in conclu. ; 
sion advocated the adoption of the 
slogan “I know because I have ex- 
perience.” : 
could be improved and brought up 
to the standard in other parts of 
the Colony. but it was not found. 
possible to de so, with the result 
that it has been decided to move 
the new transmitter to the Peak, 
a. job that should be - completed 
within six weeks and from which. 
position it will undottbtedly be 
fully satisfactory. - 

: Service to Ships. . 

Mr. King explained that one of 
the chief reasons for increasing 
the power of the station was to 
give better service to ships at sea 
in the matter of brondcast weather 
reports. Ife stated that at Cape 
D'Aguilar excellent results at sea 
were obtained and ships had re- 
ported picking up the weather re- 
port at ear-phone strength when 
800 miles: away, while with the 
present transmitter the limit with 
good conditions was only 300 miles 
or less. 

Another important reason — far 
the change is to cater for those 
who are not in a position to buy 
powerful receivers, or who wish 
to awn the smalier variety. The 
increased power should result in 
listeners being able to hear Z.B.W. 
with very smajl sets indeed, which 
will probably result in creating a 
bigger market for midget sets 
locally, with a corresponding —in- 
crease in the number of licences. 

Mr. King ‘commented on the re- 
markable lack of morse inter- 
ference experienced locally with 
such na small-powered station as 
operating at present. He pointed 
out that there were about two 
dozen local morse stations, but the 
interference was very little indeed. 
With the increased power he 
hoped that Z.B.W, would be able to 
cut through any Interference, par- 
ticularly with ships at sca who

Fears that the World Disarma- 
ment Conference may not produce 
all that was hoped, appear, une 
happily, to be strengthened by the 
latest news from Geneva, At the 
moment, there is ne call to yo into 
the nature of the differences, but 
the moment does seem opportitne 
in which to touch upon the value 
of such eilthorinyes, even if they 
do not achieve all that might: rea- 
sonably be expected, Since the 
Pence Conference at Versailles, it 
would be diffierlt to count the 
number of international gather- 
ings which have been held, mostly 
at Geneva. It is, indeed, evident 
that the method of conference now 
has a definite place in world poli- 
tics. Naval issues, economic ques- 
tions, reparations and debts, and 
political problems are all in turn 
submitted ta examination at tables 
round which sit the staleamen of 
many lands. 

It may be, nay, undoubtedly is, 
true that these meetings are not 
invariably  suecessful, in. the 
fullest sense, but we do think it 
can be said that they usually carry 
mutters a stage further and arouse 
public interest in the search for 
solutions, Conferences, as dis- 
tinct from exchanges of notce or 
formal convorsntions of diplonintic 
officials, imply two things. First, 
they denote’a new widened con- 
cern of peoples in one another 
and in international problema.

MENANCES ALLEGED 
“IN COURT CASE, 


THREATS. AGAINST MR. 
Ll YAU-TSUN 


The fact that Mr. Li “Yau-tsun, 
a very well-known -membor of the 
Chincae business community, re- 
cantly recolved' letters demanding 
money and threatening him with 
Injury, was disclosed In a case be- 
fore Mr. Wynne-Jones at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday after- 
noon, when Yuen Ning was charged 
with demanding - money with 
mennces. J * 


Mr, Li, in one of these letters, bi 


was asked to pay n sum of $6,500 
through a pa a channel which 
was elaborated with’ great detail. 
The nrreat of the defendant, who 
is alleged to havo been the author 
of these cpiatles, was stated to have 
been brought about in. quite a for- 
tuitous way, after two traps sct by 
the Police had falled to capture the 
wanted man. ° 

Opening the case for the Police, 
Inspector John Murphy, of the 
Secretariat for Chinese Affairs, 
said: : 

Mr. Li Yau-tsun, a well- 
known merchant {n Hongkong, haa 
an office on the fifth floor of China 
Bullding, on the same floor as‘ the 
Chinese Merchants Club of which 
he ig a member. On the 2lst last 
month, he received a letter; it was 
pushed under the door of his office. 
L shall call this Letter Number One. 
It is n very long document, and 
perhaps your worship would rather 
read it yourself, It accuses’ Mr. 
Li of being “n traitor,” a “man of 
bad heart,” and suggests that’ Mr. 
Li should pay the sum of $1,600 to 
the writer. : 


Elaborate Precautions. , 


The method by which that piay- 
ment is made was described ut 
great length. It warns that the 
Police should not be enlled, and sug- 
ests that a woman, preferably, 
should be sent to Des  Vooux 
Rond on the 22nd (the next 
day) Detween 11 and noon, 
The woman would have — to 
carry a white topee; she would 
loiter about near the Kwong Sang 
Hong perfumeries shop, und two 
men would come up to her dressed 
in a certaln way and that she was 
to hand over the letter containing 
the money, to them. In the event 
of the two men not coming along, 
she waa to take the letter herself 
to 246, Des Vocux Road where, on 
the stairease, she, would find a 
letter-box into which she was to 
drop the envelope. 

} guve a certain District Wateh- 


‘man an envelope containing some 


brown paper on March 22, and 
evidence will be called to show that 
he gave it to a woman and the 
woman loitered about in the locality 
indicated, but nobody came along. 
She returned and did not put the 
letter into the letter-box as deserib- 
ed, : 

> Nothing happened in consequence 
of action taken on that letter Num- 
ber One. Tam going to ask your 
Worship to exclude it from any- 
thing that was taken on this first 
letter, beenuse it did not connect 
the defendant with the case. 


A Second Letter. 


Coming to the 80th of last month, 
Mr. Li received a second letter and 
that letter was sent through the 
post. I shall call it Letter Num- 
ber Two.

Shortly after, a small boy came 
along and opened the box with a 
key. He took out the letter. The 
district ‘watchmen Immediately ar- 
reated him, and, In consequence of 
what he anid, the watchmen follow- 
ed him along the strect an far a8 
the Asia Life Building on tho 
south side of Queen’s Road Central. 
No-one appeared ta mect him as 
expected, and the watchman took 
him to. my offlee, 


Defendant’s Movements. 


The boy will tell your Worship 
that on the 17th of Inst month a 
man, who {s now the defondant in 
the cnge, camo to’ No. 65 Caino 
Rond, which is 1 hostel whore 
students are accommodated ond 
where he (the boy) was employed. 
He had authority from his master 
to rent the cubicles. Defendant 
called there on the pretence of rent- 
ing a cubicle and actually deposited 
a dollar, anying that he would re- 
turn Inter. As he went away he 
told the boy that he would require 
him to carry something for him. 

On the following day, the 18th, 
the defendant, who gave his name 
as Li, rang up on the telephone 
asking the small boy to meet 
him in Des Voeux Road, near 
Peel Strect. The boy kept the 
Appointment, and was taken by 
the defendant te 243° Des 
Vocux Rond where the letter 
box was pointed out to him and a 
key given to him by defendant. 

Defendant next took him to the 
Asin Life Building, and there told 
him that after he got a letter from 
the box he was to take it there and 
give it to the defendant who would 
he waiting to receive it. 

On the morning of the 30th the 
hoy recelved another , telephone 
message requesting him to come 
and fetch o letter from the box. 
What huppened when he’ got there 
I have already told your Worship. 

On the 7th of this month the 
boy, who was not detained by the 
Police, was walking along Caine 
Road, near the Hostel, when . he 
mut the defendant, who on aceing 
him, seized him and usked; “Why 
djd you not give me the Ietter you 
took from the box ‘in Des Vocux 
Road?” At the moment the boy's 
employer ‘came along and seized 
defendant, subsequently handing 
him over to the Police. 


Handwriting Test. 


In consequence of admissions 
made by the defendant voluntarily 
on the Sth, I asked him if he could 
write from memory the contents of 
the letters he had written to. Mr, 
Li Yau-tsun, and he replied he 
could. He proceeded to write from 
memory tle contents of the letters 
which your Worship has there, 
right out. I want to put them into 
the case for a twofold renson: I 
will call a handwriting expert to
